traveled over the Nevada 


County Narrow Gauge Railroad a 
few days ago. It runs from Col fax 
to Nevada City, a distance by rail of 
22% mile, through a very unfavor- 
able country. 
Tho grade in many 


places is 128 feet to th» mile, and 
four bridges are required. The road 
bod is the best made we ever rode 
over, its smoothness being a great 
improvement over the Central Pa- 
cific. Th» entire road cost 8500,000. 
one-half of which was subscribed by 
the citizens of Grass Valley and 
Nevada, and the other half issued in 
bonds. It has bat two important 
towns on its line, Grass Valley and 
Nevada. At present it has but two 
engines, two coaches, two smoking 
oars, two cabooses, and thirty flut and 
box cars. Another engine is needed 
badly, as the amount of business al- 
ready done by the road keeps them 
busy, with no reserve in case of acci- 
•deut. Two trains are run daily over 
the road, and are known as "mixed," 
as they carry1 both passengers and 
freight. A local train rnns between 
Grass Valley and Nevada city daily, 
and every Sunday an excursion train 
to Colfas. Small as this road is it is 
doing a profitable business. We are 
told, though not authoritatively, that 
the expense of running it is $80 a 
day, aad that the receipts from the 
Grass Valley office alone more than 
pays this, leaving the receipts from 
Nevada city and the back country as 
profits.
